SUCCOTH (MDD). 
What cheerful recollections crowd around this festival! What sacred 
associations it evokes? In what told relief rise the years of our childhood 
before our mental eye at the very utterance of the word Succoth. We see 
ourselves busy again in all sorts of ministrations for aiding in erecting the slight 
structure which was to serve as the tabernacle for the festival, see it rise inch by 


inch above the ground, or perched up on high in some chamber, the roof of. 


which was as easily removed as replaced, or lending a helping hand to pater 


- familias, who himself covers the opening over with bright foliage fresh from 


the wood, loose enough to allow the silvery stars to twinkle through in the 
night, and now hunt ‘about over the whole house in search: of engravings and 
articles de virtd to adorn with them the bare walls, and even give full scope to 
our fancy in inventing and modelling designs for adorning the artificial roof. 


How lusciously the bunches of grapes, and how glitteringly the silvered pears 


hung up by us on the latticework supporting the foliage, look down upon us. And 
when the evening after the day of preparation comes, and we all sit down for 
the festive meal in the slight structure bathed in a gea of light and are seated 


all around the table laden with appetising refreshments, look at the snowy 
cloth, at mother’s radiant face, whose hard day’s work is now accomplished, and 
at father’s joyous countenance as the blessings of the evening ring forth from hi 


mouth in silvery tones, how our little hearts leaped with joy, how magnificen + 


- the daub on the walls appeared to us, how majestically the figure of Moses, our 


teacher looked as his eyes peered upon us, and the rays issuing from 
his face shone forth from the frame enshrining him! How we children 
admired all this grandeur, alternately feeding upon the sight of this 
splendour .and then upon that of the dainties on the table, the lion’s 
share of which was soon to fall toour happy lot. And what of the 
visits from tabernacle to tabernacle, the criticisms passed upon the several 
chefs doeuvres which formed their attractions, and the hearty meed of praise 
bestowed upon the art and the ingenious artist: who had succeeded beet ta 
arranging the several gew-gaws, or transforming with the help of a pair of scissors 
a sheet of paper into all sorts of quaint devices! And with what glee we boys 
hailed the day of the “Rejoicing of the Law” (ayn nnsy). This truly was 
the boys’ festival. Out came the bannerets, which had heen safely stowed away 
ever since the last Feast of Tabernacles. The tiny tapers at the top of the 
bannerets were lighted. The marshalling began. The men first, with Scrolls of 
the Law in their arms, we boys following with the bannerets flying, singing joyful 
hymns in praise of the Law and its Giver. Round and round the Bemamarcked the 
procession. Louder and louder resounded the hymns, merrier and merrier tinkled 
the silver bells fastened to tle Scrolls. Thus was the festival ushered in on 
the eve, and thus was the solemn ceremony repeated on the morrow. And how 
big and how prouc we felt ourselves when we boys in a body were that 
morning called to the Law! And in the afternoon of this never-to-be forgotten 
day—what pen will depict our delight when sweatmeats and other delicacies, so 
dear to juveniles, showered down upon us in the area of the synagogue from 
the gallery, scattered broadcast by the loving hands of mothers, aunts, and 
cousins ; and all these good things were to be had for the mere picking up ! 
Years and years have passed since the writer of this has shared in these festivals. 
His hair has grown grey. Memories of innumerable vicissitudes, cheerful or 
saddening, inspiring or depressing, have come and gone. But the sweet 
memory of the Feast of Tabernacles has ever since remained. It comes up 


unbidden in the darkest loneliness like an angel of comfort, lighting up with a 


ray of the past the distressing night of the present. It is a source of picariire

least for the festivals, and to imprint their sacredness more deeply on the 


youthful heart? We cannot revive the olden days of simplicity, of bannerets, 
lighted tapers, and sweet-meats for the young at synagogue.

Sentiment without reason is not a good thing. Sentiment without reason 
is a riderless horse, careering along with the bit between his teéth. Nobody 
can say what mischief he will do to himself and others. Sentiment without 
reason is a ship without a rudder, tossed about in the trough of the sea, q — 
sport ‘to the wild waves. But what is reason without sentiment? It comes — 
nearest a moonlight night in the December frost. The full moon pours down a 
flood of light. The benighted traveller tramps along with benumbed limbs, 


And as he looks down upon the glistening snow crackling under his feet, and 


up again upon the dazzling moon in the cloudless sky, and feels the bitter 
cold creeping on upwards and downwards, congealing the blood in his veins, 
he calls out, ‘ O, for one ray of warmth as beamed forth by the sun, instead of 


the sea of freezing light in which I am being bathed. I can see yonder city, 


the goal of my pilgrimage. But shall I ever reach it? I shall perish amidst 
this sheen.” Sentiment without reason is no doubt a poor thing. But is 


reason without sentiment nota still poorer thing? ‘‘ Lambda,” however, does not 


cry up reason against sentiment. He only condemns an excess of sentiment. 
Therein, no doubt, he is right. Batis he equally right in preaching down sentiment _ 
so forcibly amidst a community which for a long time lacked it, to which the com-— 

munity is only now awaking, and of which, as yet, it possesses no superabund- 
ance ? Cases like those of Samuel Fountain, or the boys in the Swansea Workhouse, 
were by no means unknown in the community in times gone by. But nobody — 
cared for them. There was neither sentiment nor public opinion in the community. ° 


When the daily prayers had been said, as the Roman Catholic tells his 


«beads, when the rabbi had appointed the shomer in the butchers’ shop, and 
mater familias had looked after the nw> in the kitchen, ample justice it 
was thought had been done to religious duty. A deeper spirituality did not exist,a — 
sense of bigher duties by the individual to the community, and by the community 
to the individual was absent. Everybody for himself, God for us all, was the 
sublime motto. When a pious man had repeated dixi et aminam meam salvavi 
he considered be had done everything that could be expected from him, everything 
that the God of Israel required at his hands. It was all M79 DIX My¥n, or as 
our neighbours would say, opus operatum. These were halcyon days of reason 
without sentiment, when nobody had to say anything except the few who 
undertook the guidance of communal affairs. Was this a wholesome state of 
affairs? Need we look back upon it with any particular satisfaction or pride? No 
doubt sentiment without reason is a puor thing. But reason without sentiment 
is a still poorer thing. Reason may create a public opinion. But it is sentiment 
which gives it voice. Let us be pleased that. there exists a public opinion, 
and still more that it-has found tongue. Let it be guided, and not discouraged. 
And, in what way has ‘“‘ Lambda ” discharged the mentorial office undertaken by 
him in the case in question? He finds it uninformed, yet clamorous. He listens 
to the clamor for weeks, even allows the Press to re-echo it; and then simply 


rebukes it without telling us by what instrumentality the object clamored for can 


be obtained, or by whom the instrument is to be set in motion. Is “Lambda” quite 


gure that reason would have set to work at all, but for the clamor of sentiment? 


The law in the case of the boys at Swansea might afford a remedy for setting the 
matter right. But why did those who know all about the parochial law hide their 
light under a bushel, and not give in due time the proper information to tho 
clamorers ? The Chief Rabbi would thereby ‘have been saved some obloquy, the 
Press some valuable space, and the public some scandal. And since when has 
in. the community the exposure of children by their nearest relatives to apostacy 
been a private affair, hardly coming within the province of the press? Judaism 


surely does not say so, and Sentiment agrees with it, whatever Reason may 
have to urge to the contrary. 


JEWISH LADIES’ BENEVOLENT SOCIETY. 


To the friends of communal progress it must be rather disappointing that 
after an eminently useful career of so many years, the Committee of the 
Jewish Ladies’ Loan and Benevolent Society should have reason to com- 
plain of the want of members of the younger generation willing to join its 
ranks. It is po-sible that the Committee lack the faculty of exciting 
sympathy among the young for their labours. Jt is possible that the rising 
generation, among the ladies, are not sufficiently earnest in their efforts. 
to discharge to the less happily situated members of the community 
the duty which the cultured owe to the less educated, which the 
classes in easy circumstances owe to the poor, the thoughtful and provident 
to the inexperienced and light-hearted. Should such be the: case, we could 
not but think that the men of the community, whether belonging to. 
the younger or older generation, are in fault. If men, on the one hand, are 
educated by women, women on the other hand are what men have made them. 


| 1f menin the community were duly to value the labours of women, under- 


gone for the general welfare, if these labours were duly appreciated by the men, — 
if our women were duly encouraged by their male friends and relatives to take 
their part in the communal work, there would be no reason to complain of the back- — 
wardness of our women. It isto be feared that the obsolete notions of the com- 
parative inferiority of woman’s capacity for public work, and her achievements in 

similar fields, happily discarded now from the minds of the advanced spirits of 

the age, still lurk in the souls of persons taking the lead in the community. © 


‘It is to be feared that the deplorable ideas about women, woman’s place and 
| work, handed down from remote ancestors, still cling to the minds of too many 
men in the community not to exercise a pernicious influence on the feelings 


and self-respect of the rising generation of the softer sex. It is a fact that the 

community offers no fair field to female intelligent benevolent activity, in which 
Jewish women might exercise those heavenly gifts, peculiar to the sex, with 
which Providence has endowed the female heart. The commen prefers to allow 
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‘to run to waste that vast fund of female sensibility, gentleness, fortitude, patience, 
intelligence and zeal which heaven has so bountifully bestowed upon woman— 
and no doubt for wise purposes—rather than duly utilise them. There can be 


no doubt Jewesses are in no way inferior to their sisters of the general popula- 


tion. They are as high-minded, as feeling and sympathetic as their sisters of 
other denominations. And if they are not equally powerfully moved by those sweet 
impulses, it is because the males around them have but too often damped their 
zeal and chilled their enthusiasm. When girls and young women hear noble 
efforts of their sisters slightingly spoken of, and when kitchen and nursery are 
described as the only sphere of activity befitting a Jewess, it is no wonder that 
the time not required therein should rather be wasted in lounging on soft ottomans, 
in lolling about in elegant carriages, or in displaying to their neighbours the 
newest Parisian fashion, than looking up, as to an ideal, to such ladies as a 
Florence Nightingale, or a Mary Carpenter. We do not undervalue the domestic 
activity of a woman who is impressed with the saying, 79.25 779 NI ANID 73. 
We should be sorry to see any daughter of Israel neglect her domestic duties 
imposed by nature itself, and undertake voluntary tasks incompatible with 
the faithful discharge of obligations which she primarily and principally owes to 
her family. But we are speaking of young women whom a competency or the 
_ affection of well-to-do parents has freed from the necessity of work. We are speak-. 


ing of wives so situated that a housekeeper and the ample means of a husband free 


from allanxietiesof a household. We are speaking of incependent widows with 
_ grown-up children, who by the will of an inscrutable providence have become 


their own mistresses without any special duty to anyone. There are plenty 


of them in the Jewish community. Where are they when the call for labourers 
resounds? The call strikes their earse—but their hearts have not been trained to 


understand it. Their fathers, their brothers, and their male friends have dulled 


their ears. That we, despite these drawbacks, still have so many earnest female 
workers, speaks volumes in their favour. It betrays the fund of natural sympathy 


in them which the cold atmosphere in which they are. compelled to move has 


not been able to chill altogether. | 


DEATH OF BRIGHAM YOUNG. | 

The death of Brigham Young, pope and real founder of the Church of the 
Latter-Day Saints raises several questions, which are of considerable abstract 
interest. The first question is, is this church likely to continue after the with 
drawal of the vigorous, energetic intellect, which was so skilful in organisirg, 80 
determined in planning and carrying out, and so firm in administering what it had 
established ? Those who consult the teaching of history, and know how to read 
its lessons aright, will be inclined to believe that the absence of the mind which 
for years safely guided the heavily laboring craft amidst the restless waves of 
political and religious animosities, threatening to engulf Mormonism, will not 
materially affect this youngest of the religions claiming to be based on the 
Bible. One pope goes and another arises. Le roi est mort vive le roi. When a 
_ religion has existed sufficiently long to lay hold on the imagination, to entwine 
itself with daily practical life and above all to create material ties in which 
many individuals and especially influential classes are interested, there is little 
danger of its passing away even after the spiritual need which it undertook to 
satisfy has ceased to exist, and the phase of culture which it represents has 
vanished altogether. Christianity did not expire at the death of the founder. 
But rather the impulse given by him to new trains of feeling and subsequently 
to new irains of thought, was laid hold of by successors by whom they were elabor- 
ated and skilfully worked up, brought into connection with life as it pulsates, with 


emotions ae they ayitate the breast, and with ideas as they flit through the mind, | 


were attached to reality by a thousand filaments, and interwoven with the most 
substantial interests of the day. Islam did not disappear with the demise of 
Mahomet, although he had made no provision for succession, and although the 
organisation given to his teaching was of the loosest and flimsiest. Yet, he had 
lived sufficiently long to habituate his followers to his views, to strike their 
__ imagination by hiv deeds, and deeply to interest them in the material advantages 
accruing to them from his administration. Nor did Calvinism at Geneva, or 
Wesleyanism in England come to an end when the founders descended into the 
grave. They had lived sufficiently long to erect solid structures and to create 
_ Classes who have every interest possible to persuade themselves of the super- 
eminent excellence of these structures, their necessity for the welfare of 
mankind, and of the supreme meritoriousness of the exertions put forth to 
support them. And the ingenuity of these supporters is at all times sufficient 
either to bring to light spiritual needs, only satisfied by the system upheld by 

_ them, or to adapt it to a newly arising need. There is, therefore, no reason to 
‘suppose that the agencies, spiritual and material, which created aud sustain old 


_ @stablished religions and sects, will cease to operate in favour of Mormonisin, 


or that the laws by which systems of creeds develop will fail in the case 
Of the Latter-Day Saints. But then there is another question much 


Mere subtle, much more complicated, and much more deeply affecting , 
the religious question than that to which we have attempted to give an 


_ &aswer. How did a mind so eminently practical as that of Brigham Young, 


‘80 brimful of common sense and so little inclined to sentiment, so little pre- 


disposed to delusions or hallucinations, attach himself to the faith of Joseph 


Buith ? Vulgar interest and filthy lucre are hardly sufficient to account for this | 


choice ; for so hard-headed a man as Young was, and so eminently skilful and 
organising a talent as his was, would have found full scope everywhere aud would 

ive made a fortune in any country and under any government, let alone Ataerica 
| with its boundless resources and the wide field which it affords for every sort of 
activity, The problem is, indeed, a most difficult one. Young was one of the 
earliest disciples of Joseph Smith. He witnessed the whole genesis of Mor- 
monism. The ignorant and common place Joseph Smith could not have imposed 


upon him. The origin of the book of Mormon, which was to supplement, and — 


in many respects to supersede the Gospels, even as the Gospels were assumed to 
supplement and supersede the Law, must have been well known to him. There 
are, perhaps, still living in the States some of those who knew all about the 
origin of this book, and who testified to it in the most public and most authentic 
manner ; how a retired minister in a village, for his amusement to beguile his 
leisure hours and to amuse the rustics of the village in which he had come to live, 
composed this scriptural romance ; how he read from time to time to the vil- 
lagers the portions of the tale as he composed it; how he died after some time ; 
how the manuscript which remained unnoticed in the possession of his widow 


| mysteriously disappeared ; how it suddenly made its appearance in the hands 
of Joseph Smith as a new revelation ; how a number of witnesses came forward | 


testifying to the angel whorevealed to Smith this prophetic treasure which had lain 
hidden for long centuries in the cleft of a rock; how, with the assistance of the 


same angel, theilliterate Joseph Smith translated into the vernacularthisnew Gospel 


from the ancient Egyptian tongue in which it had been originally committed to 
writing ; and how, after the version was completed, the angel again hid the 
original, Now, did Brigham Young believe all this stuff? Was he a fellow 
impostor, a confederate of Smith, or a dupe; or a compound of both, half imposter 
and half dupe? Who will answer these questions? Did Brigham Young’s 


case stand isolated as a mental phenomenon, it might be urged thatit is a simple © 


aberration depending upon momentary exceptional causes without special signi- 
ficancy, which must be looked for rather in an abnormal than a healthy state of 
mind. But this plea cannot be' admitted. ‘It is a phenomenon regularly recur. 


rent in the process attending the formation of every new religion, and, indeed, . 


every strong religious movement, occasionally also in individuals who were not, 
apparently, carried away by the existing religious current. Such phenomena, it 


is true, are not always equal. The manifestations differ in form, intensity and — 


periodicity. Still there is sufficient analogy among them to justify their being 
placed in one and the same class; ard the recurrence 1s sufficiently frequent and 
sufficiently regular to show that they are governed by a general law, obscure 
it is true, and as yet eluding the grasp of even the keenest observers of the 
mind, but for all that, governed by law. Take, for instance, Luther and 
his fights with the devil. Io come nearer to our days take the remarkable 
instance offered by Emanuel Swedenborg. Here is a scholar and a cool-headed 


_ administrator who for years was at the head of an important public office which 


required extensive acquaintance with the laws of nature, sound common sense, 
and a considerable share of administrative talent. There was nothing, abso- 
lutely nothing, morbid about him. His moral character was unblemished. He 
could not have had any interest in imposing on any one. He required nothing 


of anyone and asked for nothing. He was not a dreamer of dreams in practical 


life. His temper was unrufiled, and his imagination not generally excited. He 
died at an advanced age, in possession of all his faculties. Yet this scholar and 
gentleman believed himself habitually visited by angels. He conversed with 
them familiarly, and they revealed to him celestial mysteries, not in visions, not 
in enigmas and parables, or poetical images, as in prophecies of old, but in plain 


prose, in business-like language, such as a sensible schoolmaster would emplo 


when giving iustruction to his pupils, and the result of this heavenly instruction 


| was embodied in numerous volumes, forming almost a library. To go back still 


farther to remote antiquity : how did Paul come to believe in the reality of the 
vision perceived by nobody else, and by what process came the disciples to 


persuade themselves that they had bodily seen their dead master? To be sure, — 


the author of “Supernatural Religion” attempts in his third and concluding 
volume to grapple with these ani similar difficulties, and, with the assistance of 
Dr. Carpenter's work on Physiology, which details a number of analogous, 
obscure, cerebral phenomena, and seeks to reduce them to law and order, 
some faint ray of light is thrown into this darkness. But the ray is but faint. 
Much yet remains to be elucidated before we can say the darkness is cleared 
away. These and similar researches are of the utmost importance to the Jew, who 


ever from the beginning has shown the greatest caution in admitting the reality 


of phenomena, however startling, which not only bid open defiance to well- 
established universally acknowledged laws of nature, but mock also at reason. 
‘Reason may be a very poor thing. Reason may sometimes prove a will-of-the 
wisp. But it is the only light which God has vouchsafed unto man for viewing and 
examining by its flickering flame che substances and appearances of existence. 
Through it alone can we distinguish between reality and semblance. And 
reason tells us that it is much more likely that witnesses should be mistaken, or 
should even endeavour wilfully to mislead their audience, secking to esta- 
blish what reason assures us is against the supreme laws by which it is 
able to discern between truth and error, between right and wrong, between 
reality or semblance. The example of Brigham Young is in this respect most. 


instructive. Here we have a vigorous mind, giving in to one of a much inferior - 


calibre ; apparently accepting what is against reason, and, as far as appearance 


_goeg, even against evidence. He picked and chose his evidence, accepted that — 


of the few in favour of the phenomena he inclined to believe, in opposition to 


‘that of the many which he was disinclined to accept.

i. fluence carried still further in the interests of the large mass of our poor. 

‘A Member of the Committee ” has left entirely unanswered my conten- 
tion, that the Society has no ground for appealing—as it has done—for an 


increase in its annual subscriptions. I have reviewed my remarks under this | 


Lead and see no reason to modify my opinion. — | | | 

Those who can remember the manner in which the relief of the poor was 
conducted before the Board of Guardians was called into existence will hardly 
agree with your correspondent that to the Society ‘is due very much of the 
improved condition of the more deserving and hardworking of our poor.” It is 
no reflection upon the manner in which the Society was conducted “ fifteen 
years before the Board of Guardians was started ” to say that the “ cond:tion of 
the more deserving and hardworking of the poor” was all but unaffected by 
the necessarily restricted operations of the Society. | 


I am by no means convinced that ‘much of the value of loan relief depends 
npen the ‘promptitude’ with which it is granted.” I cannot see that the 


© promptitude” or the “privacy” with which loans are granted would be 


scriously affected by a closer relation of the society to the Board of Guardians. 
[t would be merely a question of detail to ensure a continuance of the 
‘“tromptitude” and “privacy” wherever these qualities were found advan- 
tareous. These phrases are evidently prompted by some sentimental objection, 
such as was used originally to the establishment of the Board itself, to the relief of 
the synagogue poor by the Board, to the discontinuance of the out-door medical 
d- partment of the Board, to the supervision of the motza distribution by the 
) ard, to advantage being taken by the Board of the Pauper Removal Act, and 
to many other acts of the Board which have tended to reduce to an 
itelligent, systematic and scientific method the relief of our poor. The 
system of loan rclief has not expanded to anything like the extent it should 
lave done in oar community. The circumstances of the Jewish community 


_ peculiarly render such a form of relief of immense advantage in raising the 
-posidion and character of our poor and imbuing them with a sense of 


tle virtue of self-help. The working expences of the society amount to 
over £180 per annum. The annual cost. of the Loan Department of 
the Board is upwards of £100. The number of workers in this depart- 
: ent and in that of visiting the poor is weak. Why should not then the 
L dies’ Loan and Benevolent Society be directly connected with the Board ? 
I Jo not advocate—as “ A Member of the Committee ” appears to think—that it 
should “be merged in the Visitation Committee of the Board.” It need not entirely 
lose its individuality—beyond a mere nominal modification of its title. The 
seivices of the ‘‘ most active and energetic secretary who takes a deep interest 
in the poor’’ could still be utilised and be rendered of still further advantage as 
t!\e paid secretary of the Loan and Visiting Department of the Board, of which, 
if iny views be accepted in principle, the Society should be made the centre— 
preserving within certain easily defined limits a close relation to the Board as the 
coutrolling or consulting Council, much in the same way as the individuality 
aid local government of the several synagogues in the United Synagogue are 
}reserved, The ideas set forth in this and my previous letter are meant merely 


as suggestive hints to the managers of the Society referred to.

-Desirous as I am to keep you informed of all things passing in this city, I, 
to my profound regret, cannot announce to you anything satisfactory, for the 
Hand of the Almighty lies very heavily on Zion, in cons: quence of tne extraor- 
dinary high prices of all necessaries of life ru'ing here. The rain bringing us 
blessing has been absent last winter, so that all the cisterns are empty ; and 


only the waters of Siloam and of the Well of Joab. yield a scanty supply. 


Water has to be brought to tle city in skin bottles, and the charge of two of 
them, the load of an ass, is from three to four pence, and a family composed 
from four to five persons, requires from two to three skin bottles weekly. Aud 
in this year of drought wheat has risen to double its usual price, for, apart from — 
the poorness of the crop, the produce of the fields in the district ot Gaza, and 
along the Jordan, has been destroyed by the wild Arabs in a feud which they 
had. They plundered, devastated and burnt everything in the open country, 
but could not prevail in the city, where there is, God be thanked, safety and 


The want of confidence, the consequence of Turkish default, whereby - 
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numbers have been ruined, keeps the little capital still existing shut up. No | 
one will lend, except at a usurious interest, at from 12 to 18 per cent. Lut the 


greatest calamity is that the sums available for the halukah (distribution of 
charity) is this year less than in former years ; varying among the several con- 
eregations from 20 to 60 per cent. less, Individuals, too, no longer receive the 
support which used to be forwarded to them by their relatives in other countries. 
The poverty, therefore, is appaling. The Chiistians, too, are greatly reduced by 
the war, the high prices, and the absence of all employment. The Mahometans 
are overwhelmed by the taxes and other imposts, which the government exacts” 
from them. Many of them have paid as much as £50 to free themselves from 


military service. Thus, all suffer terribly ; traders and artizans are alike idling 


about; for who will think of renewing his stock of clothes, or buying any 
utensil when the staff of bread is broken, and there is difficulty to preserve bare 
Jife. May God have mercy on the poor of His people and send them soon His 
blessing. Such is the state of the Holy City at present ; and I assure you there 
is not the slightest exagzeration, not the slightest colouring in atl I have said. 
It is all literally trae. May God have mercy on us! ) 

As for the building societies, those called “ Mishke oth Israel,” ‘“ Beth 
Jacob,” and “ Abak Israel,” they continue their work, and the members who 
‘can, pay in for those who cannot, charging, howaver, interest at the rate of 12 


per cent. and more. The society “ Meah Shearim,” however, which in these — 
days of bitter distress does not want to take upon itself a heavy load of debt, 


has for the moment discontinued building houses, but has dug a very large 
cistern, looking forward to better times. 

_ And now I will concl ide, for it pains me to depict all the awful disasters 
which have befallen us and are overwhelming.us. I will rather lift up my 
voice in prayer and supplication to the Most High, that He may turn away His 
burning anger from His people and land, and send us a year of plenty, of a 
peaceful and happy life and speedily redeem us.

THE “YEARS OBITUARY.” 


— 


The Rev. A. L. Green in his sermon on Sabbath, the 1st inst., on “ The 
Year’s Obituary ” paid an affectionate tribute to the memory of those the story 
of whose hallowed lives abide in the hearts not only of their immediate families, 
but of the entire community, which they had served so faithfully and loved 
so well. As chief among the number in his synagogue, whese places know 
them not, Mr. Green alluded in graceful, earnest and touching terms to the late 
Baroness Meyer de Rothschild, True to the traditions of her father’s house 
and family, she devoted her exceptional mental gifts and lofty position to 


benefit the community, which she strove to serve with her whole heart and 


soul. Mr. Green said that to those who fortunately came within her charmed 
influence his language would not be regarded as strained or hyperbolical, when 
he stated that there were now living amongst us none whose sympathies for all 
that dignified the community and promoted its best interests were more keen 
and heartfelt than those of the gifted lady who had passed away, to the 
great grief of all who knew her, in the meridian of her days and power. Such 
irreparable losses are no mere family griefs, but must be regarded as com- 
munal sorrow. The like retrospective estimate equal in degree, though differing 
in kind, may be pronounced, the preacher observed, in regard to the great 
loss the community had sustained in the death of Jacob Franklin. For forty 
years this earnest and able worker had devoted his life, means, material and 
mental, to the work of bettering the social, moral, and religious condition of the 
community. Jacob Franklin, a man of no ordinary force of character, had been 
actively associated during his whole life in all movements, without exception, 
having in view the amelioration of the status of the Jewish body, both at home 
and abroad. It is said that he in some fashion had his own method of Going 
things. Quite true ; but that method was marked by characteristic earnestness 
of purpose, by undivided love for the traditions that have ennobled the faith of 
our fathers, and by the merit of believing himself in the future of that religion 
he was anxious to maintain in its integritv, and by conforming himself to the 
doctrines and practice and the discipline of the religion he protessed and acted 
up to. This sincerity and consistency of belief and practice ; this earnestness 
of purpose, 60 far above suave indifference and polite acquiescence, is what is 


| specially wanted in our trimming times to carry on the great work of maintain- 


ing in the midst of the commerce of life and the changing fashions of the day, 
the mission of the Jew. Those who love best, those who identify themselves 
with their opinions, those who do not give silent votes nor follow majorities, 
have not always on hand taffeta phrases to disguise their thoughts. The one 
great thing is sincerity, and this Jacob Franklin had in an eminent degree. 
Such losses, among others, in the year’s passage are indeed communal losses, 
and it is, said the preacher, the privilege, as it is the duty, of all true workers 
so to live and so to work as to offer to the rising generation the intelligent 
example of zeal and devotion and truthfulness above all things in career and in 
practice, that their work may not die with them, nor their death bound their 


- usefulness, but that they may live after their sun has set, to bless the world by - 


their memories, as during life they had adornedit by theirexample, and enriched 
it by their labours.

THE DAY OF ATONEMENT, 


Two sets of feelings prevail in man’s moral sentiment, neither of which is 
ever entirely absent from the mind, although the vividness with which one or 
the other is realised varies in different persons, and in them, again, differently 
at different periods, These are, the heart swelling feeling springing from 
the consciousness of having performed good works and thus acquired merit, 
and the opposite, most depressing one, arising from the consideration of 
man’s unworthiness, his weakness in resisting temptation and the impure 
nature of most of his motives. These two feelings are always contending 
in the human heart, without either, however, being able to expel the other. 
Each stage, therefore, in the development of the moral sentiment bears the 
mark of the contention, some individual, some nation and period being more 
deeply impressed with the stamp of the one, and again another with that 
of the other. As is natural, religion so intimately connected with man’s 
spiritual life, its home and tabernacle could not remain unaffected by their 
struggle, still less by their existence. Indeed, the more faithful religion 
was to its sacred mission, the nearer it stood to the source whence it emanated, 
and the better it reflected the spirit of its Giver, the more regard was it 
bound to pay to what the Creator Himself had marked to be the very 


essentials of man’s moral nature, and the more closely had it to draw this — 


sentiment within its sphere, Least of all could Judaism, the purest emana- 
tion of divine holiness, disregard these powerful emotions in the human 
heart, and after it the Caughter religion, Christianity. 


Christianity, indeed, has: made them so prominent in its system, has 
worked them out so elaborately, and followed them so narrowly into their 
minutest ramification, that it may be useful to dwell for a little while on 
them, even as in the study of some widely-spread genus in the vegetable or 
animal kingdom it is expedient to begin the inquiry with its best developed 


species, as it will greatly help on the investigation in the more obscure 


portions of the branch less conspicuously marked by leading characteristics. 
The consideration of the elaboration given by Christianity to this aspect of 
man’s moral nature will materially aid us in fully grasping its significancy 
for Judaism and its intimate connection with the high Festival which has 
just passed, and the still higher one which we are about to celebrate—a 


connection which on other grounds has from time immemorial been fully 


recognised. Asin so many other moral and religious aspects, more of a 


speculative than a substantial nature, which Judaism in the course of its | 


— development wisely did not seek to draw out of that awe-inspiring chiar 
oscuro in which nature wrapped them, to materialise them, and render them 
incarnate by some stiff formula, to be defined, to be wrangled over, and rent 
in pieces, Christianity, on the contrary, has deemed it expedient rudely to 
_ tear away the veil behind which it was enshrined, to disperse the haze in 
Which it floated, and which gave full scope to the spiritual faculties; to 
Invest it with that degree of sacredness and importance which the feelings 
of the moment and the moral exigencies of the time claimed for it. Chris- 
tianity went still further, It laid hold of the veil with a rude grasp, 


tearing away the iridescent cuticle coating it, investing it with the variety 


of tints in which it was intended to present itself, dissecting it and laying 
it bare to the profane gaze of all its followers. So far was this materialisation 
carried, that it has actually become one of the few shibboleths between the 


‘leads to the goal? 


providing a powerful motive for choosing the one in preference to the other ; 
while at the same time throwing into the balance a body of doctrines for accept- 
ance, and practices the observance of which, it contends, are likewise necessary 
for obtaining the great desideratum. Having thus placed within the believer's 


grasp the desired boon, the acquisition of which, he is assured, entirely depends — 


upon his individual exertions, he naturally feels elated; the estimate which 


he forms of his powers is apt to become exaggerated, his self-respect } 


to pass over into spiritual haughtiness, and his confidence into presemp- 
tion. 


This 


low desires clinging to the earth and dragging him down, the impurity 


of the springs of action even in the best of deeds and the inadequacy 


of all his good works, however numerous, considering the numberless 
benefits showered upon him.. It is impossible, he begins to think, that good 
works alone can procure for him the desired boon, and he consequently 
comes to the conclusion that justification by work alone is not attainable. 
There must in addition exist some other path for reaching the goal. In this 
he finds an auxiliary in religion, It as often speaks of man’s nothingness 
as of his exalted nature, of his meanness and grovelling propensities as of 
his high aspirations and heavenward flight. Where is that other path that 
Christianity, in answer, points to faith. Justification 
is by faith. Protestant Christianity goes still further. It denies altogether 
the possibility of obtaining Gop’s favour through works. 
but filthy rags, and even the best of them are sin. | 

We need not pursue any further the different trains of thought flowing 
from the different views, the consequences to which they lead, and the large 
influence which they must necessarily exercise upon the circle of religious 
and moral ideas and lines of action which each of these opinions necesssarily 
postulates. For our purpose it suffices to have brought home to the 


consciousness of our readers in a striking manner the existence of these 


two sets of feclings, their importance, and the errors to which they must 
necessarily lead if, by a violent wrench, they are parted from each other and 
made to assume a hostile attitude to one another. Now, how did Judaism 
deal with this order of ideas and feelings? Their consciousness in Judaism, 
although not so vivid as in Christianity, was certainly distinct enough. If, for 
instance, on the one hand we are told, “ These are the commandments whereof 
man enjoys the fruit in this world, whilst the principal remaineth for the future 
one,” viz.: Honoring father and mother; acts of bencficenee; early attend- 
ance at the house of stuly ; hospitality ; visiting the sick, &., thus dis- 


tinctly making divine favor dependent exclusively upon work ; we, on the 
other hand, read in one of the most solemn prayers on the most sacred 


day of the year, “O my God, before I was formed I was unworthy; and 
now that I have been formed, am as though I had not been formed; dust I 


am in my life-time, much more so at my decease. Behold, I stand before Thee | 


as a vessel full of shame and confusion,” thus impliedly admitting the worth- 
lessness of all human actions. There would be no difficulty to gather from 
the rabbinical writings, the liturgies and devotional literature, a considerable 


number of passages, and to array them against each other, supporting one | 
of the question or the other. | 


Here, again, the eminent purity of the heayen-given religion 


sound practical piety with which its contents were developed by the rabbis showed 
itself, The divine origin of both sets of feelings is fully recognised and the 
necessity of amply satisfying them admitted. But the satisfaction must be to 


toth in conjunction. A separation and still less antagonism between them — 


is against the laws established by Gop for the government of man’s nature. 
And while justification by works is recognised as one of the means for recover- 
ing the divine favour lost through iniquitous conduct, and deeds of benevolence 
are strongly recommended, justification by faith is totally unknown to Juda- 
ism. Justification by faith is one of the devices resorted to by the daughter 
religion, because postulated by one of those gratuitous assumptions, fancies

more often in opposition to goood work, that the conclusion was not 
unnaturally arrived at by their successors and interpreters that it was 
actually intended to supersede deeds of benevolence. The justification taught 
by the word of Gop side by side with that of good works, and emphatically 


insisted upon by the continuators and finishers of the structure of revelation 


‘was justification by divine mercy. be 
Without undervaluing the significancy of good works and their import- 
ance for man’s salvation, it must yet be admitted that only a few persons —very 
few, indeed —will have strength enough to raise themselves to the high ideal set 
to man by his moral nature; that the majority of the human race will, more or 
less, fall short of the degree of perfection within human reach, and that in 
‘such cases, through divine mercy alone, can divine favor be secured. Without 
losing themselves in any metarphysical maze and seeking to draw a sharp line 
of demarcation between divine justice and mercy, and thereby falling into 
most lamentable errors and their deplorable intellectual and moral conse- 
quences of the several Christian denominations, the rabbis humbly acknow- 
ledge that Gon’s ways are not man’s ways, and Gop’s thoughts not man’s 
_ thoughts, and that therefore supreme wisdom may be acquainted with methods 
of harmonising the two, which are altogether beyond human ken. We have 
thus been insensibly led on to the possibility of assigning their proper value 
and signification to the two most solemn periods of the year, called by way 


of eminence, “ Days of Awe,” and which tradition, treading in the footsteps 


of revelation, has indissolubly associated with man’s unquenchable cravings 
for recovering the divine favor of which he instinctively teels he has made 
himself unworthy by the course of life pursued by him, and yet without which 
he is conscious his spiritual peace and happiness are gone. | 
Even a superficial examination of the respective liturgies for the New 
Year Festival and the Day of Atonement will show that while the former 
reflects the feelings corresponding with justification by works, the latter 
mirrors those of justification by divine mercy, Nearly every one of the 
prayers on the former festival has reference to the pious deeds of the patriarchs 
and other saints whose merits, it is quite scripturally assumed, were also to 
be claimed as an inheritance by their rémote descendants. This is also the 
case with the portions of the Law and Prophets solemnly read, especially by 
the selection of the chapter from Genesis which relates the incident in 
ABRAHAM'S life known by the name of napy, dwelling upon the willingness of 
the patriarch to sacrifice his only son, when he thought that such was the 
divine behest. That the assumption referred to was not gratuitous, but quite 
scriptural, is evident from the announcement of the Deity that His grace 
would extend to the thousatidth generation of those who observed his com- 
mandments, Of course we do not mean to say that Gop’s mercy is never 
appealed to in these prayers. Al! we wish to convey is that they are not 
uppermost in this liturgy, but that. the preponaerating addresses in them 
bear upon the order of ideas and feelings responding to Justification by Works. 
Let us now,on the other hand, look at the prayers for the Day ot Atone- 
ment, . Of course, petitions of the nature of those offered up on the preceding 
festival are not absent. Nor were they to be altogether absent. The two 
sets of feelings co-exist in every human being, although with different degrees 
of intensity still more diversified by individual temperament, reason and a 


variety of circumstances, the precise effect and influence of which it is all but 


impossible fully to guage, The prayers springing from them consequently 
were, and could not well have been absent from any portion of the liturgy, 
intended to set forth one set of ideas or the other by way of eminence. But 
the appeals to the Deity are, on that day, preponderatingly addressed to his 
mercy. Justification by divine mercy is the idea uppermostinthem. Quite akin 


to it is the selection for the solemn reading of the section ot Leviticus, treating © 


of the scape-goat which, by an act of mercy was, symbolically, to carry away 
the sins of the people, as well as the history of the prophet Jonan exempli- 
fying Gop’s compassion even for the brute creation, and His power and 
willingness to extend pardon to penitent sinners out of the abundance of His 
inexhaustible fund of mercy, And these two sets of ideas and feelings, 
intrinsically indissolubly connected, are pithily expressed, as is generally the 
case with the rabbis, in the three terms, Teshubah, Tephilah and Zedacah, 

which they describe as the most efficient means for being justified before 
Gop—in other words, for obtaining divine grace, for the recovery of which 

‘these sacred seasons have been set apart, Repentance, or rather return, 
which is the literal meaning of Teshubah, necessarily leads back to the deserted 
path of moral sentiments and works of benevolence. It implies that divine 

favour is to be recovered by acts of mercy and those virtuous habits from which 

they spring, and which being so congenial to Gop’s moral nature, are par- 

ticularly pleasing to Him and apt to appease His anger. 

Tephilah, appeals to that side of the divine moral nature which manifests 

iM itself in His inclination to show mercy and to be appeased by repentance ; in 
other words, to inspire frail, backsliding man, overwhelmed by the feeling of 


| Faith was by them enjoined so repeatedly and so-

his unworthiness and crushed by the load of sin, with the cheerful hope that 


however inadequate his repentance, if sincere, it will be accepted. While 
charity, or Zedacah, the representative of all works of benevolence, of all the © 
sacrifices made to conquer selfishness and by self-abnegation for the good of 
others, to give preponderance to man’s spiritual over his material nature, 
and voluntary submission of individual will and desires to the behests ofa — 
Superior being, brings to the fore righteousness, showing by the example of 
patriarchs and other saints, that justification by works is not beyond human 
reach, and may, by earnest and enduring repentance, be approached near 
enough to give rise to the conviction that it was obtained by righteousness, 
Thus Judaism has solved one of the greatest moral and religious problems 
which has been a stumbling block in the way of other religious systems, and 
thus offers to its followers another credential of its divine origin. Tradi- 
tion has thus coped with a difficulty, and this successfully, because following 
the indication given in the inspired books which has proved insuperable to 


ereeds which dared to quit the path pointed out from on high, Israkt’s 


dispersions all throughout the globe are now engaged in employing the means 
indicated for recovering divine favor, We have pleaded justification by works. 
On Monday we shall plead justification by mercy. Let our repentance be ~ 
sincere. Let our entreaties be fervent. Let our resolution for the future be 
firm. We have the assurance that under these conditions our prayers will 
be heard, Gon’s nature is immutable. It will be our fault if, at the con- 
clusion of the Day of Atonement, we do not feel within ourselves the echo 
of the divine enunciation, “ I have: pardoned.” 


THE NEW YEAR. 


The sacred Festival of New Year has been observed with the accustomed 
solemnity in the metropolitan and provincial synagogues. All the reports which 
have reached us testify to the large attendances at the several places of worship. 
Notwithstanding the numerous additions to the number of synagogues in 
London and the provinces, there are indications in many quarters that further 
increase is necessary. At many of the synagogues appeals were made in behalf 
of the several Funds now before the community.

I have been urgently requested by the Committee of the Indian Famine Relief Fund to enlist 
your generous sympathy and valuable help. 

I know alas! too well, how constantly our Community is called upon to relieve suffering and 
distress both in our own midst and abroad. It is but a few days ago that our Congregations were 
asked to alleviate the misery of the unhappy victims of the war, and [ am glad to learn that the 
appeals on behalf of the Turkish Sufferers’ Relief Fund are being satisfactorily responded to. 

But the calamity which has befallen our fellow subjects in Southern India is of such magnitude, 
and the need for immediate help is so pressing, that I dare not delay making this request to you. 
During the Sacred Fe-tivals that are approaching you will on-several occasions address your. Con- 
gregation. I ask that on the day you deem most fitting you would plead to your Congregants on 
behalf of the millions who are suffering by the dire and dreadful famine that is raging in India, 
You will then, I am sure, point out to your hearers how neccessary it is that the efforts of the 
Indian Government in coping with this terrible calamity should be supplemented by private bounty. 
You will impress the sacred truth upon your worspippers that with FJDHNH) A3WN with our sincere 
penitence and devout prayer must be combined Np wy practical benevolence, and you will remind 
them of the inspired bidding of the prophet which he proclaims in discoursing of the Fast acceptable

_, “inself the friend.of Robert Walpole. who was tolerant enough to avail himself of 
the help of a Jew in those financial complications in which he was necessarily con- 
Cerned. One of the principal sources of reyenue for the State were lotteries, and it 
Was thus Gideon made his money. But he made his master-stroke in 1745, when the 
_ reat J acobite insurrection threw the British wor d, and the mercantile public espe- 
ally, into the wildest consternation. The panic on ‘Change was universal. The 
funds fell with incredible rapidity, and men wanted to sell at any price. Simeon 
Gideon was almost the only man who did not lose his head. Instead of selling, he 
Spent every penny he had or could borrow in buying, This was in the month of 
November, During the following month, the public mind oscillated betweeu hope 
and fear, At length, at the end of April of 1746, the news arrived of the Battle of 
Culloden, of the complete defeat of the insurgent army, of the flight of the Preten-

He left behind him as heirs of his immense fortune a son and daughter, and legacies 
amounting to about 10,000 thalers, which were te be divided equally between Jewish 
and Christian benevolent societies and the poor, We read in the letter of a contem- 
porary—* Gideon is dead, and his whole inheritance is worth more than the whole of 
Canaan.”

A CURIOUS anecdote relative to Nathan Rothschild and Mr. Gompertz not many 
years ago found its way into print.

BUCHAREST.—A correspondent writes to the Archives Israelites that the govern- 
ment has refused to accept the Jewish contingent of soldiers, declaring that strangers 
were not admissible into the army, and still less Jews. It is feared that behind this 
refusal there lurks some mischievous design, which exercises a most depressing 
influence upon the Jews. It is even rumoured that it is intended to dismiss all Jews 
from the army. The same correspondent gives a heartrending account of the Jews 
of Nicopolis, Sistova and other places occupied by the Russians. It is chiefly the 
Bulgarians, who, under the auspices of the Russians, so cruelly persecute them, 
The men are insulted, imprisoned, and expelled. under all sorts of pretences, the 
women and children beaten and otherwise ill-used. One, Naftali Jacob, treasurer 
of the local branch of the Alliance of Sistova, hes been dragged to Russia on the 
charge of being a spy, although there is not a shadow of evidence against him. The 


. correspondent describes the Bulgarians as most fanatic and bitter enemies of the 


Jews, adding that the greatest calamity that could befall the Bulgarians Jews 
would be to come under the domination of the Bulgarian Christians, 


RovuMANIA.—In an article on “ Life at Bucharest” in the September number of 
Temple Bar Magazine, the writer, who is evidently a great admirer of life in Rou- 
mania in general, and of Roumanian society in Bucharest in particular, makes the 


following references to the Jews: In the month of January every year the 


Dumbovitza is blessed by the priests. The Prince assists at the ceremony, accom- 


panied by his ministers, the principal functionaries of the municipal board, and 


manv of the officers of the garrison. The ice is broken, sundry fanatics precipitate 
themselves into the water : any Jew who may. be lingering in the neighbourhood 
being seized and, no/ens volens, forced to follow their pious example. . . Bucharest 
contains at.the present day more than two hundred thousand inhabitants, a great 
proportion of whom are strangers, | 
know—good Jews, bad Jews, indifferent and uninteresting Jews. There are German 
Jews, Polish Jews, Wallachian Jews, Spanish Jews. Most of the German tradesmen 
are Jews, and the majority of the Bucharest tradespeople are undoubtedly German. 
The Jews are the bankers of the country, the artizans, and were, till recently, almost 
the sole tobacco and spirit vendors. The Jews are rather an oppressed class in this 
country. Persecutions on a small scale have sometimes arisen, though their execu-— 
tion has been limited to a few amateurs, and has not spread to the mass of. the 
soldiery or people ; and nothing of the kind has occurred of late, spite of the terrific 


reports which penetrated to our own Imperial Parliament, reports cf men and boys > 


falling beneath the avenging sword, of women and girls shamefully misused. It 
was even stated that men, in hundreds, were saving themselves from certain death 
by swimming across the Danube to the opposite shore—an assertion too absurd to 
need refutation, there being probably, in the whole country, no Jew capable of 
performing such a feat. The real truth is this. The Rouman, so long trampled 
beneath the heel of the conqueror, has, not unnaturally, inherited a wholesome 
dislike and suspicion of strangers. Now, as the mass of the foreigners in Roumania 
are of Jewish origin, these of course come in for the lion’s share of his enmity and 
mistrust. And here we declare, most emphatically and unequivocally, that religion 
has very little to do with this state of things, : 
than the present Jewish one, were planted in the country, a like spirit of dissatisfac-. 


tion would be soon afloat. It is true that this same spirit is invariably more in the 


ascendant at. the season of the great Passover festival. This we admit at once, But. 
the simple reason is this, The deadly foes of the Jews deligh; in reviving that bug- 
bear of the middle ages, the false report that Christian blood is drunk on that 
occasion, And it is not by the priests that the train is laid, not by the representa- 
tives of religion and piety, but rather by men connected with the extreme patriotic 
or republican par y, by men whose minds would be uninfluenced by considerations, 
in their opinion, so puerile. The fact that the Jews remain a separate people, and 
do not intermarry or form any connection with the native population, may of course 
prevent an increase of cordiality, and conduce more or less to the maintenance of 
their unpopularity. But the Roumans are jealous of forming alliances as well with | 
other foreigners, and of admitting them to free social intercourse with themselves. . . 
The monopoly of spirits was especially directed against the Jews, into whose hands

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RUSSIAN METHOD OF CIVILIZING. — 


— 


[FROM AN OCCASIONAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Whilst the journals of each day teem with illustrations of the manner in 
which the humanising Christianly Russians do their work abroad, the following 
contribution to the Vienna press, from Cracow, dated August 10, may serve to 


show how those generous champions of humanity exercise their vocation at 
home, 


every orthodox Jew in Congress Poland is prohibited to wear the Jewish Polish 


costume, as well as the locks of hair on each side of the head, the so-called 


Peyes, the police authorities having orders to arrest anyone contravening these 
injunctions, and forthwith carry out the process of amputation upon Kaftan 
(coat with trailing skirts) and locks. Assuredly, a peculiar way to rid a whole 
class of people violently of their prejudices and approximate them to civilisation. 
Certain it is, however, that the ukase in question is applicable only to Russian 
subjects, not by any means to Austrian subjects. 3 : 

Now it so happened that last week a Cracow merchant, named Elkan 
Goldzwirn, an orthodox Jew with Kaftan and Peyes, but nevertheless an 
estimable man, proceeded to the city of Petrikau, in Congress Poland, on 
business. Scarcely had two gendarmes there caught sight of him when they at 


once fell upon him, seized him by the locks of his hair, and at once commenced 


the civilising work of decking the same together with his long Kaftan. 


Goldzwirn showed the two minions of the law his Austrian passport, and tried 


by reason of the same to maintain his rights as an Austrian subject. The only 
reply he got consisted in some hard blows in the ribs, beneath the weight of 


which the poor man, almst insensible, fell to the ground. Amidst such abusive 
. = as “thou cursed Austrian dog!” they pulled out a blunt knife for lack 
0 


scissors, and began first to operate upon the locks. This repulsive scene took 
place in the open street. The Jew, stretched prostrate on the ground, and upon 
whom the sawing off of his locks close to the forehead inflicted frightful pain, 
screamed for help. Some ef his coreligionists burrying up, offered the gendarmes 


a pair of scissors, with a view to spare the poor victim at least the physical — 


pain. But the official hair-dressers would not accept the offer, and effected the 


severance of the locks (with the knife) to the poor Austrian’s excruciation. He 


having in such gentle guise been “ civilised” as to his head, the two guardians of 
state-culture were getting ready to do the like to his Kaftan, when some Jewish 
non-commissioned officers made their appearance, who succeeded in putting a stop 


to any further act of violence. Goldzwirn at once left Perikau, and reached 


Cracow ill. He is about to lodge a formal complaint with the Austrian Minister 
of Foreign Affairs. |

REPORTED PERSECUTION oF JEWS IN Kier.—Several of our continental con- 


t2mporaries give publicity to a report that outrages have been committed on the 
Jews at Kiefin Russia, and continued for three days. 


The Jiidische Presse 
of Berlin states that it has not yet received any direct information 
from its own correspondent at Kief respecting the alleged persecutions, 
the report be authentic, the émseute was probably 
caused by the flight of larga numbers of Jews from Kief in order to evade 
serving in the Reserve, which had been called out in certain districts by a ukase 
of the Czar. The intelligence of the outbreak of a riot against the Jews in Kief 
is confirmed by the Wochenschrift, which states that during the three days of 
the riot the houses of the Jews were broken into and the inmates ill-treated. 
Thousands of windows were broken, and many shops and warehouses plundered. 
The cause of the outbreak was evidently owing to the harsh and inconsiderate 


manner in which the conscription was put into force in the district. 


ApRIANOPLE.—The following is an extract from a letter addressed to Mr. 
Layard, H.M.’s Ambassador at Constantinople, by Mr. J. Henry Fawcett, des- 
cribing the lamentable condition in which he found the fugitive Mussulman 
women and children at Rodosto and Adrianople. Mr. Fawcett had kindly 
undertaken to distribute some food and other necessaries amongst these poor 

eople, which he was able to buy out of the funds:so generously placed at Mr. 
yard's disposal Ly Baroness Burdett Coutts. Adrianople being a rich town 
and the seat of a vilayet, the unfortunates obtained more assistance than at 


‘Rodosto, yet their state is most deplorable. The same amount of bread is 


served out as at Rodosto. There are upwards of 6,000 destitute Osmanli in the 
town, and more arriving daily; about 1,600 Jews, and about 400 Bulgarians, 


the latter people having mostly taken refuge at Philippopolis. The English 


community have formed a committee, headed by Mr. Black, the manager of the 
Ottoman Bank, and by Mr. Blunt, her Britannic Majesty’s Consul. They have 
given shelter, food, and clothes to about 800, who are therefore tolerably com- 
fortably off, but they are scarcely a seventh part of the whole number. ‘These 
are distributed in six good houses, each of which is looked after by one of the 


committee, and the cleanliness and sanitary arrangements are excellent, We 


visited some of the other houses, hired for the remaining refugees, and found 


them much the same as at Rodosto, in great misery, with much fever. Mr. | 
Cousul Blunt has also founded, with the funds supplied by your Excellency, | 
two hospitals, exclusively for women and children ; and I need hardly add he is | 
_ working with his accustomed energy and devotion. Mr, and Mrs. Carnana, of. 

the Ottoman Bank, are there almost all day, and the Sisters of Charity are there 


also, doing the good work t> which they have devoted their lives. These two 


hospitals are a heartrending sight ; grey-haired old women, young girls, chil- 
éz.a, and infants in arms, shot, maimed, and slashed with sabre and knife cuts. 


‘Lhey were all Osmanli and gypsies, and all told the same tale, that their neigh- 
bours the Bulgarians had fallen upon them and murdered them without sparing 
age or sex. There was one very horrible case, a very beautiful young woman, 


wife of a Turkish telegraph clerk, now lodged in Mr. Canana’s house ; her tale 


is that, only five days aftar she had teen delivered of her first child, the Cos- 


_. sacks arrived, murdered her husband, then nine of them violated her one after 
another, and, lastly, attempted to kill her infant, she receiving some sabre cuts 


on her arms in her endeavours to shield the child. The number of wounded in 
these two hospitals is 101, and more wounded were coming in daily. From the

RUSSIAN OPPRESSION OF JEWsS.—Having shown a sympathy in regard to the 
sufferings of the Christian Slavs of Bulgaria, so deep and widespread as to have given 
encouragement to the Russian Government for the prosecution of its scheme of 
enfranchisement of the Christian populations of the Ottoman Empire, noble England 
will doubtless also give ear to the smothered cries of a people subject even to greater 
humiliation, oppressed by a nation of which they form an integral part, and treated 
with indignity by a government which may class them among the most patient and 
submissive section of its subjects, While the populations of the East of Europe and 
those of Asia Minor are at this noteworthy epoch of the world’s history aspiring to a 


- national and political conscience of their own, regulating among themselves their 


own traditional accounts and those which define their relations with the respective 
Governments hitherto controlling them—while Poles, Hungarians, Roumanians, 
Greeks, are striving for solidarity free from all tutelage—a nation of peculiar interest, 
a people intelligent, laborious, active, economical and inoffensive, raise their voice 
this day, strong in the support of God alone (they have no Sovereign of their own 
race disposing of an army in the service of their faith), appealing to the charitable 
hearts of the English people to turn towards the 3,000,000 of Israelites scattered 
throughout Russia, but mainly centred in a compact homogeneous mass in the king- 
dom of Poland and in the ancient Polish provinces of the Russian Empire, as for 
instance in Lithuania, The humiliations and persecutions of which the Jews in 
Russia are the unfortunate victims, and of which the columns of foreign journals | 
from time to time give revolting particulars, are less the: result of the ignorance, 
superstition, rivalry, and animosity of the Christian Slavs among whom they dwell 
—having notoriously all the qualifications for prospering in good fellowship with 
their neighbours, and of even advancing to national assimilation—than the conse- 
quences of the course pursued for the last two centuries by the Russian Legislature, 
constantly, daily, and systematically, to the prejudice of the Jews, The exceptional 
measures applied exclusively to the injury of the Hebrew element in Russia, aimed 
at the suppression of their vital power and of the free expansion of the Jews | 
as a nation, are the real cause of all the miseries which torment that people and 
against which they seek a remedy. All the laws relating to the Israelites which are 
in force in Russia have been collated by the learued M. Levanda, and published in a 
single volume, embracing the period from the reign of the Czar Alexis Michaelovitch 
(1649) to the year 1873, The exceptional measures taken in regard to the Jews in 
Russia, and having legal force, are the source of all those acts of intolerance and of 
inhuman violence which make the Jew in Russia feel that he is indeed the most 
unfortunate of his race. And how can it be otherwise, seeing that the Russian 
functionary charged with the application of the law has always a special law for 
him who professes the Jewish religion? Residence in Russian towns is prohibited 
to Jews—that is the rule ; and it prevails, together with a whole series of exceptions, 
which in no way guarantee the few favoured individuals, while at the same time 
this series of exceptions serves to expose the Jews to molestation by that swarm of 
rapacious and unscrupulous functionaries who abound in all States where govern- 
ment is so completely centralized as in Russia, Nor should the Jews be reproached 
with their endeavours to evade the law by every possible means. Surely their 
conscience as men cannot but make them seek to escape the administrative measures | 
which aim only at them, which deprive them of the most elementary rights enjoyed 
by the first comer who is not a Jew by accident of birth. Owing to these special 
and general measures, which compose the legislation by which the Jews in Russia 
are controlled, the Israelite Russian subject is entirely at the mercy of the will and 
pleasure of the police authorities, His property, his peace, and even his honor, and 
that of his family, are of no consideration. The judicial reforms and the institution 
of magistrates in Russia have indeed put a salutary curb on the arbitrary conduct of 
the police ; but these innovations only concern those of the Orthodox, Protestant, 
and even the Catholic religion (always excepting Catholics of Polish nationality, 
whose rights are also restricted in numerous respects). The Jew counts for nothing ; 
a plaint carried by him to a tribunal, even while decision be pending, will not save 
him from expulsion from the place of his sojourn, with detriment to his interests, 
by the police, and according to the motive power which may have set it in action ; 
and what.confidence can be placed in courts where the jury include only a limited 
number of Israelites, even in localities inhabited exclusively by Jews, and of which. 
the foreman can in no case be a Jew?. The Jew townsman can never be Mayor, 
however great his influence and how high his reputation for integrity. His partici- 
pation in municipal affairs in a locality inhabited exclusively by Jews is restricted 
to a point equally humiliating and contemptible. The Jew in any locality other 
than that of which he is a native, is pursued and hunted down. It frequently 
happens that when he comes to St. Petersburg, the police surround the house which 
he occupies, seize him, and, tearing him away from his affairs, send him back to his 
native place under a pecuniary arrangement which evades the law and serves to 
demoralize both the governing and the governed. How in such circumstances can 
one demand from the Israelite an interest in the public cause and a conscientious 
fulfilment of civic duties, since he is denied rights, equality, and common justice ! 
The consequences of these Russian legislative measures in respect to the Jews are 
disastrous to the country which that people inhabit. Every country has the olass of 
Jews which it merits. The Russian laws which are applied to the Jews give rise to 
that feeling of unjustifiable animosity towards them which has disappeared from — 
every civilized country, but which finds in Russia an encoyragement characteristic — 
of the Middle Ages—witness a recent work by a Russian priest named iy polite 
Lutoslauski, published in Moscow in 1876, for which the author has been honored 
with a decoration. This work is written with the object of proving that Christian 


_ blood is actually used by Israelites in the practice of their religious rites, From — 


beginning to end it is penetrated with a hatred towards the Jewish nation, which 
cannot but spring from ignorance, superstition, and envy, and from the most repre- 


-hensible of motives, All that is held dear and sacred by the Israelite is herein held 


up to obloquy. The Israelite is suspected by the writer of the darkest and most 
criminal thoughts in reference to Christians individually, to the Government under 
which they live, and to humanity in general. The work of the priest Lutoslauski 
expresses that repugnant fury of the Middle Ages which js new an anachronism in 
Europe, while it is an expression also of the prevailing opinion im regard to Jews of 
the Russian Government and of Russian society. The purport of these few lines is 
not to expose one by one the inumerable acts of oppression to which the Jews have — 
been and may be daily subjected in Russia. It may, in short, be said that in the eye 
of the law, and, in fact, the Jew in Russia is, by his birth alone, treated as an out- 
east. Heisa contravention of the law, a contravention without prescription, and is - 
placed on a par with the felon. Would that the English public took an interest in 
the condition of the Jewish nation, whom God has guided through so many tribula- 
tions, and that it gave an attentive ear to the cries of the Jews of Russia and Poland ! 
The statesman, the historian, the political economist. and the philosopher would at 
all events thereby secure data for the study of the distribution and condition of the 


Jews scattered over the East of Europe, while new and interesting vi uld also 
g views wo 
be discovered on the political and social future of Western Russia —Pall Mall Gazette

A correspondent of the Archives Israelites gives the following account of 
the fate of the Jews of Eski Zaghra, Bulgaria: “The Russians occupied the 
city without meeting with any resistance. Immediately, the Bulgarian popu- 
Jation made common cause with them, disarming and massacring mercilessly 
the Mahometans met with. The enemy then ordered the Jews to shut them- 
selves up in their houses, a prey to the tortures of hunger. Some persons not 
having been able to stand any longer the groans of the women and children 
who cried for a morsel of bread ventured out, but were driven back by the 
Bulgarians, their friends of yesterday, and by the Cossacks, not easily moved to 

ity. Several coreligionists perished from hunger in the interval ; others, who 
ad 80 

Jewish houses and carried away everything — jewellery, bedding, clothes, kitchen 
utensils, and the very floor cloth. The Salaarians distinguished themselves 
particularly by their rapacity and ardour in pillaging. : 

“The synagogue was broken into and all ornaments were stolen and the 
sacred Scrolls soiled. After ten days the army of Suleiman Pasha arrived and 
retook the city. The Jews found in the Mahometan soldiers their deliverers ; 
but by a cruel necessity of war, the commander found it necessary to set the 
city on fire after having got out from it all the inhabitants. The Jews for some 
time wandered about in the fi-lds, eating ears of corn and maize to satisfy their 


hunger, and sleeping on the ground without any covering. The government at — 


last sent them on to Adrianople, where they subsist in the greatest misery, 
entirely depending upon charity.”

NOTES. 

LUTHER ON THE SABBATH.—Notwithstanding that the Sabbath is abolished amongst the 
Christians, it is yet necessary to keep a particular day in the week; besides, Nature herself 
demands that one day in the week be put aside for rest and both man and beast abstain from 
work. But who wants to keep the Sabbath a necessary commandment, an institution enjoined by 
God, he must keep the Saturday (ir the German original “Sonnabend’’) and not the Sunday, 
because the Saturday is commanded to the Jews, and not the Sunday.—(Luther’s works, vol. 
p. 643.) 

- THE SEPTUAGINT.—If ever there was a translation which, by its importance, rose to a level 
with the criginal, it was this. It was not the original Hebrew, but the Septuagint translation 
through which the religious truths of Judaism became known to the Greek and the Roman. It was 
the Septuagint which was the Bible of the Evangelists and Apostles in the first century, and of the 
Christian Church for the first age of its existence, which is still the only recognised authorised text 


of the Eastern Church, and the basis of the only authorised text of the Latin Church. Widely as 
it differs from the Hebrew Scriptures in form, in substance, in chronology, in language; unequal,

This substitution was, no doubt 
in great measure based on the fable of the miraculous accuracy of the translation, and has led to 
the strangest theological confusions in the treatment of-the Bible by the older churches--which 
thus claims for two contradictory texts the same authority, and avowedly prefer the translation to 
the original. But still, on the whole, in the trivmph of the Septuagint the cause of freedom, of 
criticism, of charity triumphed also. No rigid requirement of literal exactness can stand in the 
presence of the fact that apostles or apostolic men appealed for their arguments to a translation s0 
teeming with acknowledged mistakes. No criticism need fear to handle freely the sacred volume, 
in which the Alexandrian translators ventured on such bold variations, accommodations, omissions, 
and insertions, with the applause of the Christian world from Ireneus to Augustine. Whatever 
religious scruple is felt at circulating occasional errors in the hope of inculcating the general truth 

with which they have been entangled, should disappear before the example of the authoritative and 

universal use, in early times, of the Septuagint, which differs far more widely from the original, and 

is far more deeply imbued with tue natural infirmity of translators, than any other version of the 

Bible that has ever since appeared.—Stamey. | | |
